Party Artists. 


The Party Artists was the title of 


a modest enterprise started by Mrs, 
Adler in a room back of a drug store 


in 191C. Place cards, party favors 
and the like were the chief products. 


The. favors ivere made of paper. Mrs. 
Adler found plenty of favor for her 
favors, which were introduced into 
local society 
and 
became popular.' 


Gradually she created 
designs not 


confined to party use, and one day a 
salesman stopping at Hotel Statler 
saw samples of (he Adler output. 
Ke wanted a slide line. 


"I can sell these things," he told 


me. says Mrs. Adler. "He dumped a 
lot of them into a sample case and 
took them out on the road. Not Ions 
afterward he sent me in an order for

Presently the Party Artists evolved 


into the Adler Favor 
and Novelty 


Company, an incorporated concern, 
Mr, Adler gave up his own business 
when he saw his wife's 
enterprise 


growing so rapidly, and now he de- 
votes his attention to the big art 
studio over which ste presides as 
chief and sole designer oC novelties. 


"I have no understudy," says Mrs, 


Adler, 
"Of course, there 
are other 


persons who design paper novelties, 
but I am the only 
desi-jrner in my 


own establishment, 
Everything we 


make here is first designed by me. I 


get my Ideas from various sources. 
The variety and t-ho demand
